TUese Imlustrlous Little Fellows Fly Many 


Miles to Secure Tliclr Stores. 


Down in Mexico there lives a Wood- 


pecker who stores his nuts and acorns 
in the hollow stalks of the yuccas and 
toagueys. These hollow stalks are sep- 
arated by the Joints into several cav- 
ities, and the sagacious bird has some- 
how found this out, and bores a hole 
at the upper end of each joint and an- 
other at the lower, through which to 
extract acorns when wanted. Then it 
fills up the stalks solidly and leaves its 
stores there until needed, safe from the 
depredations of any thievish bird or 
four footed animal. 


The first place in which this curious 


habit was observed was on a hill in 
the midst of a desert. The hill was cov- 
ered with yuccas and magueys, but the 
nearest oak trees were thirty miles 
away, and so it was calculated, these 
industrious birds had to make a flight 
of sixty miles for each acorn stowed 
thus in the stalks! 


An observer 
of 
birds 
remarks: 


"There are several strange features to 
be noticed in these facts: the provi- 
dent instinct which prompts this bird 
to lay by stores of provisions for the 
winter, the great distance traversed to 
collect a kind of food so unusual for 
its race, and its seeking in a place so 
remote from its natural abode a store- 
house so remarkable." 


Can instinct alone teach, or have ex- 


perience and reason taught these birds 
that, far better than the bark of trees 
or crevices in rocks or any other hrdlng 
place are these hidden cavities they 


I make for themselves with the hollow 
stems of distant plants? 


This we cannot answer. 
But we do 


know that one of the most remarkable 
birds in our country is this California 
Woodpecker, and that he is well en- 
titled to his Mexican name of el car- 
pintero—the

Is Crowed Mora Tiiuet by Ball- 
roadi Tlwu A»y Other River la 
the World-Itt Treaoherou. Trick*. 
T,o the uninitiated traveler it cer- 


tainly seeing a* if there were DO leas 
•than a few hundred White riven in 
Indiana, eay« the Ghent Times, for 
this otherwise rather Insignificant 
•tream i» crossed by more railroads 
and ofteuer than any other river in the 
world. The Louisville, the Indlanapo- 
lli, and, various other divisions of the 
P. C., <3. & St. Louis cross it, some of 
them as often as three time*. The 
Monon, the Indianapolis and Vincen- 
nes, the B. &, O. S. W., the Big Four, 
the Lake Erie &. Western, among the 
north and south roads,, not to mention 
a score of east and west roads and di- 
visions, are compelled to span it with 
their bridges, and have trouble enough 
with it. for it is a turbulent stream, 
although it is neither very long nor 
wide, and in the summer months far 
from imposing. Not many months ago 
it took a notion to get out of its banks, 
and the result was that almost the en- 
tire railroad system of Indiana suffer- 
ed, and hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of damage was done to embank- 
ments and tracks, not to 
mention 


wrecks and loss of life. 


It is usually supposed that mountain 


torrents 
are dangerous, but White 


river can give any mountain stream 
odds and take the trick, even thougn 
it flows through an almost level coun- 
tiy, across the entire width of Indiana, 
from the Ohio line to the Wabash. 
The Wabash, Indiana's chief river, is 
celebrated in song and poetry, but in 
this respect It does not compare with 
the little White river. 


White river tries to keep up Its rep- 


utation from season to season by tak- 
ing along a bridge now and then, or 
dumping a train from an embankment 
aud making the crew take swimming 
lessons. Incidentally, it gathers up 
such trifles as an occasional cow, a 
few shocks of fodder, or manages to 
put down a -gravel bank in a wheat 
field. It Is full of fun. White river 
is almost exclusively a southern In- 
uiana Institution, since it does not 
extend its ineauderings much north of 
Anderson. 


A Remarkable Feast. 


When demolishing a dilapidated cot- 


tage at Bershaon, near Wrexham, Eng- 
land, a few weeks ago, the workmen 
discovered In a recess an old document 
containing a list of the provisions pro- 
vided by the 'Sir Watkln W. Wynn of 
the day for the great feast which he 
gave in Wynnstay Park, on April 19, 
1770. 


The Welsh gentry were celebrated for 


their hospitality, and the baronets of 
Wynnstay 
Park 
erutertained 
their 
guests in Gargantuan style, as the fol- 
lowing list of the good things provided 
for that feast indicates: 


Thirty oxen (one of which was roast- 


ed whole), 60 pigs, 60 calves, 80 weth- 
ers, 18 lambs, 70 porkers, 01 guinea- 
fowl, 87 turkeys, 8 capons, 25 peafowl, 
8GO fowls, 300 chickens, 7C ducks, 48 
rabbits, 15 snipe, 1 leveret, 5 stags, 421 
eal/non. 30 brace of tench, 40 brace of 
carp, 36 pike, 60 dozen trout, 108 floun- 
ders, 109 lobsters, 96 crabs, 10 quarts 
of shrimps, 200 crawfish, 60 barrels 
pickled oysters, 20 quarts oyster sauce, 
ICC hams, 110 ox tongues, 125 plum 
puddings, 108 apple pies, 104 pork pies, 
30 beef pies, 34 rice puddings, 7 veni- 
son pies, 60 raisin pies, 80 tarts, 30 
mlnco pics, 24 cakes, 60 Savoy cakes, 
30 sweetmeats, 44 seed cream, 18,000 
eggs, 150 gallons milk, 160 quarts 
cream, 30 bushels potatoes, 6,000 bun- 
dles asparagus, 80 boittles French 
beans, 30 dishes green peas, 12 cucum- 
bers, £36 worth of salt, butter, jellies, 
blancmange and numerous pies. 


To wash down this appalling quan- 


tity of solldH there were provided 98 
hogsheads of ale, 120 dozen bottles of 
ale, and a large quantity of brandy, 
whisky and sherry. 


Three coaches were hired to convey 


the cooks from London, who had been 
engaged to superintend the cooking, 
and each coach brought a full cargo, 
and 15,000 persons partook of the feast. 


DENATURALIZATJON ^ 


CferUia CkitotancM Unfit for 
Hu 
Cououiuptioit. 


"Donaturalltatlon" la a term whlbh 


Is now applied ta that proceis which 
rendtrt ctrtain iub»tances unfit for 
human consumption. The process has 
;becoo»* a necessity la modern times, la 
order to promote fairness in comnser- 
clal competition and to cheapen cer- 
jtaiu commodities when used exclusive- 
ly in Industrial operations, says the 
JLondon Lancet. Thus a few years ago 
the manufacture of cafftln was almost 
monopolized by Germany on account 
of the fact that tea intended for hu- 
man consumption in this country-was 
too expensive to extract. Owing, how. 
ever, to the representations of English 
scientific manufacturers, a revised reg- 
ulation was framed ti few vears ago, 
according 'to -which damaged lea could 
be admitted duty free provided that it 
was "denatured" and rendered wholly 
unfit for human consumption by treat- 
ment with lime and asafoetida. Tea 
treated in this way is now used profita- 
bly for the manufacture of caffein, and 
England has become the chief seat of 
the manufacture, and has thus com- 
pletely-turned the tables upon her com- 
petitors, for now the alkaloid is export- 
ed from this country to Germany and 
America. 


A similar example, 
we believe, oc- 


curs in the case of damaged or un- 
blalmed tobacco, Which previously was 
destroyed in the "Queen's pipe" at the 
docks. Instead of this waste going OB, 
8ueh tobacco Is now largely used for 
the preparation of nicotine washes for 
killing vermin, etc. 


Without "denaturalization," alcohol 


for the purposes of the arts anl in- 
dustries would be so expensive as lo 
be prohibitive, because it would be 
drinkable. But recourse has been made 
to adding a substance to the spirit 
which makes it undrlnliable, but which 
at the same time does not interfere 
with ite properties for certain manu- 
facturing proteases. Formerly wood 
spHit was employed, but, such is the 
evil tendency of human nature, tha 
vjle mixture became a cheap and fa- 
vorlt£ tipple. Neapt a proportion of pe- 
troleum spirit was tried, a method ob- 
taining at the present day, but even 
this has been found to be a palatable, 
as it certainly is an intoxicating, mix- 
ture by eorae persons. Cases are even 
recorded in 
which some depraved 


wretches find paraffine oil an agreeable 
stimulant. The problem, theiefore, of 
"denaturing" alcohol cannot he regard- 
ed as satisfactorily settled. The latest 
suggestion is acetone oil, of which 1 
per cent is <3ald to be sufficient. 
But 


that nasty nauseous, onion-smelling 
liquid allyllc alcohol is eaid to give 
even better results added in the propor- 
tion of one-tenth to one-half per cent, 
in volume. The desiderata of a "de- 
naturalizer" for alcohol are that it 
should render it unfit for consumption 
without making it more inflammable, 
while the material should be cheap and 
easy to detect, and Its separation by 
rectification should be Impossible for 
any commercial advantage. 


Longevity of Ships. 


The average life of a wooden ship Is 


said to be fiflteen years, writes Clark 
Russell, in The Pall Mall Magazine. 
This probably was assumed as a basis 


_^or insurance purposes, yet a large per- 
centage of wooden ships flourish much 
longer than fifteen years. I could quote 
many instances of wooden ships which 
kept afloat an incredible number of 
'years. And eighty out of every hun- 
dred were coasters. vTwo extraordin- 
ary instances of longevity in ships may 
he wonth quoting here. In February, 
1827, the Betsy Cains of Shields sailed 
from that port with' a cargo to Ham- 
burg. She met with a heavy gale from 
east southeast, and bore up for Shields 
Harbor. The sea was raging on Tyne- 
mouth Bar; the ship struck, 
was 


driven upon ithe rocks and lost. What 
ship was this that was lost in the year 
1827? Will It be believed that she was 
the yacht that in 1088 >hrought over to 
England, William, Prince of Oransre. 
and that she was then 
called 
the 


Princess 'Mary? This at all events was 
claimed for her. How old was she 
when she carried the Prince? 
^For a number of years afterward she 
was one of Queen Anne's royal yachts 
and was reckoned a very fast sailing 
vessel. The other instance is that of 
a vessel called the Cognac Packet, 
which, ag she was afloat in 1886, may 
still be trading and in good health. I 
took note of her In that year, when 
she sailed from Seaham Harbor coal- 
laden for Harwich, in commaM of 
Capt. Button, and she was then ninety- 
four years old, 'having been built at 
Burlesdon, K-ants, in 1792. She used 
to carry brandy to Prance, and so 'they 
named her as above. She wag almost a 
box in shape.

Primitive Chronology. 


The most primitive method in chro- 


nology Is that which enables man to 
orient himself in the world of time 'by 
associating particular lunations with 
vicissitudes of weather* with seasonal 
aspects of vegetation, 
and with the 


constantly changing sights and sounds 
of the animal world. In the calendar 
of the Crees, for example, says the 
Popular Science Monrhly, we find such 
designations as "duck-month," "frog- 
moon." 
"leaf-moon," 
"berrles-ripe- 


month," 
"buffalo-rutting . moon," 


"leaves-entirely-changed," 
"leaves-in- 


the-trees," 
" fishing-catching-moon," 


"moon-that'- strikes - the - earth cold," 
''coldest-moon," 
"ice-thawing-moon," 


"eagles-seen-moon." So in the calen- 
dars of Central America and Mexico, 
the months are named variously after 
the arrival of the birds, the blossoming 
of flowers, the blowing of winds, the 
return of mosquitoes, and the appear- 
ance of fishes. The Greeks constantly 
used the movements of birds to mark 
the seasons; the arrival of the swallow 
and kite were thus noted. Hesiod tella 
•us how the cry of the crane signaled the 
departure of winter, while the setting 
of the Pleiades gave notice to the plow- 
man when to begin his work. The Incas 
called Venus "the hairy," on account 
of the brightness of her rays, just as 
the Peruvians named her the "eight- 
hour torch" or "the twilight lamp," 
from the time of her shining.

DORS, Descendants of ft 


Pfclr Imported From New Zealand 
—Their Owan- Could Fill u Vol- 
ume With1 Reasoning Powers, Etc. 
''The most celebrated breed of shep- 


herd dogs ever known in the West," 
said Jud Bristol, the old-time sheep- 
man of Port Collins, Col., "were those 
bred from a pair of New-Zealand dogs 
brought to Colorado in 1875. 
I had 


several of their pups on my ranges, 
and could fill a. volume with Instances 
.of their rare intelligence and faithful- 
ness.

A SARROW^ ESCAPE 


City Building Comes Near Being 


Destroyed By Fire, 
l 


Crossed Wires Start A Lively Blaze 


This Morning, 


Fire Alarm 
System 
Demoralized 


For A Time. 


The city building had a very close 


call from destruction by fire this morn- 
ing. A fire alarm wire that became 
crossed with a trolley wire was responsi- 
ble for the mischief. The flames were 
discovered just in time to confine the 
damage to the room containing tie re- 
peater. 


Just before seven o'clock the fire 


alarm began to strike ia a crazy fashion, 
indicating that trouble existed some- 
where in. the system. 
City Messenger 


Lord, who was coming across the square 
on his way to open the city building, 
feared that something might be the 
matter there and hastened his steps. 
After unlocking the street <"bor he went 
directly upstairs and along the corridor 
to the rear room Vv'here the repeater and 
switch are located. 


He could smell no smote nor did he 


hear anything that indicated a blaze. 
As soon as he opened the door, how- 
ever, he was assailed by a surge of 
smoke that almost 
overcame- him. 


Crouching close to the floor and hold- 
ing a handkerchief to his face, he man- 
aged to reach the doors of the closet 
under the repeater, where the wires all 
center, and threw them open. 


A merry blaze was humming along in 


the back side of the closet, file tried to 
break the circuit, but was unable to do 
so. Then he ran down to the police 
station and called Officer Frank Shan- 
non, who was once chief engineer of the 
fire department and whom Lord hoped 
might manage to break the current that 
was buzzing through the closet. 


Together they returned upstairs, and 


then Officer Shannon decided on more 
heroic measures. So he brought up the 
chemical extinguisher from tbc police 
station, while the city messenger got a 
pail of water. Theso two agencies suf- 
ficed to subdue the flames. Quite a 
crowd had collected by this time. 


\\Then the smoke had cleared, it was 


seen that the back side of the 
closet 


was badly charred, and in 
one place 


the fire had worked tip through aud 
started to climb the wall of tlie room. 
In five minutes more, it would have 
been entrenched in the sheathing and a 
most difficult job the firemen would 
have found it to dislodge the running 
flames. 


At first it was surmised that the trou- 


ble was caused by lightning, as an elec- 
trical display accompanied liy heavy 
thunder, though without rain, had been 
enlivening the air for a half hour or so 
prior to the going off of the alarm gong. 
Electrician Trafton and his son soon ar- 
rived and made a test which demonstrat- 
ed that a crossed trolley wire should be 
blamed. 


The circuit affected was number one. 


Chief Engineer Sullivan was at tbe city 
building promptly and reported that 
the indicator At his residence lad been 
burned ont, and before long similar re- 
ports w ere received from the Eldredge 
brew«ry and Billy Fernald. These are 
on all 
the same circuit. 


Ifc is feared that the repeater, valued 


at $700, is seriously damaged. It will 
be sent away at once for repairs. 
It 


will undoubtedly be a considerable 
time before the delicate mechanism can 
be restored to working condition. 


The electricians of the department at 


once set about putting the system into 
shape again. By eleven o'clock circuits 
two and three had been fixed, and cir- 
cuit one will probably have been re- 
stored to usefulness by night. 


The direct source of the trouble was 


located over at Christian Shore, near the 
intersection of Maplewood avenue and 
Dennett street. A feed wire of the trol- 
ley road had fallen across the fire 
alarm wire.
